Gentlemen: 

The  financial  transactions  for  the  State  Water  Conservation-Planning  Board 
are  covered  in  the  following  report  for  the  period  July  1,  I960  to  and  including 
June  30,  1961.  Project  expenditures  are  given  for  this  fiscal  period  and  also 
shown  is  the  Board's  present  investment  in  each  project. 

The  total  gross  expenditures  for  the  period  amounted  to  $588,4.87.87  compared 
with  disbursements  of  $4-9 5,944. 4-1  for  the  previous  year.  Of  this  amount  the  sum 
of  $44,566.03  was  disbursed  in  the  interest  of  Rural  Electrification,  for  the 
Planning  Board  $52,464.23  and  for  the  Water  Conservation  Board  program  $491,457.61, 
There  were  no  unpaid  claims  of  record. 

The  total  income  and  refunds  to  the  special  revolving  fund  amounted  to 
$146,993.71  which  was  from  the  following  sources.: 


Interest  Income 

Oil  Lease 

Reimbursement  for  Services  Rendered  Rural 

Electrification  Projects  28,326.77 

Various  Water  Conservation  Projects  115,428.06 

After  deducting  the  income  and  refunds  identified  above  it  left  a  net 
expenditure  for  the  year  of  $441,494.16  comprised  of  $69,713.99  from  the 
administrative  funds,  $52,464.23  for  the  Planning  Board,  $80,000.00  from  the 
revolving  fund  (general)  and  the  sum  of  $358,349.30  from  Betterment,  Repairs 
and  New  Construction.  With  reference  to  our  special  revolving  fund  we  have 
expenditures  of  $27,960.35  and  income  of  $146,993.71  leaving  a  net  increase  of 
$119,033.36  with  a  balance  to  be  carried  over  for  the  next  period  of  $335,066.41. 
Of  this  amount  the  legislature  appropriated  $275,000.00  for  our  use  during  the 
next  fiscal  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  the  balances  remaining  in  the  various  funds 
were  as  follows 1

Planning  Board  1,560.03 

Betterment,  Repairs  and  New  Construction  4,903.03 

The  above  balances  are  encumbered  by  state  purchase  orders. 

Revolving  Fund  (special)  335,066.41 

In  accordance  with  action  taken  at  the  March  2,  1961  Board  meeting  that 
a  review  of  its  financial  accounts  be  made  to  definitely  determine  what  should 
be  deemed  recoverable  from  the  program,  certain  adjustments  have  been  made 
In  the  accompanying  report  to  accomplish  this  purpose.  This  action  is  timely 
and  advisable  because  June  30,  1961  is  the  end  of  a  biennium,  the  general  fund 
has  now  been  repaid  for  its  investment  in  the  seventeen  Water  Conservation  Revenue 
Bond  Issues  and  there  is  need  for  specific  figures  to  correct  misunderstandings 
as  to  the  program. 


The  money  applied  toward  the  payment  of  Interest  Coupons  and  Bonds  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1961  in  the  amount  of  $175,000.00  was  deposited 
to  the  General  Fund,  and  all  future  collections  from  these  projects,  will  also 
be  deposited  to  the  General  Fund,  and  will  then  be  a  credit  against  previous 
appropriations.  It  is  therefore  deemed  advisable  to  charge  the  bond  issues  to 
the  projects  and  credit  payments  received  on  the  individual  bond  issues  to  the 
respective  projects.  A  study  and  evaluation  of  the  bond  issues  covered  an 
analysis  of  the  records  for  the  past  ten  years  and  were  therefore  ascertained  on 
the  present  ability  of  the  project  to  pay  out.  Although  we  feel  that  it  is  a 
remote  possibility,  if  circumstances  merit  a  re-evaluation  of  the  bond  issues, 
changes  could  be  made  at  some  future  date. 

Income  from  the  various  Water  Conservation  Projects,  bond  issues  of  which 
were  purchased  from  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation,  amount  to  $160,361.66. 
The  balance  carried  over  from  the  previous  year  was  $25,91/+. 29  making  the  sum  of 
$185,276.76  available  during  the  period.  The  sum  of  $175,000.00  was  applied 
to  the  payment  of  interest  coupons  and  principal. 

Trustee  Fees  paid  to  the  banks  amounted  to  $999.19  leaving  a  balance  of 
$10,276.76  in  the  various  trustee  banks  at  the  end  of  the  period. 


A  full  and  complete  summary  of  the  operation  of  the  various  revenue  bond3 
is  contained  later  in  this  report.  An  individual  analysis  of  the  financial 
condition  of  each  bond  issue,  showing  total  receipts,  disbursements  and  status  of 
water  purchase  contracts  outstanding  is  shown.  Statements  of  other  bond  issues 
not  included  in  the  purchase  from  the  Reconstruction  Finance  Corporation  are 
also  included. 

An  annual  audit  of  each  water  users1  association  is  made  by  the  undersigned 
reconciling  our  records  with  those  of  the  association.
